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Governors Shelve Proposal For Sharing Highway Funds 


LAKE OF THE OZARKS. Mo. 
(AP) — The nation's governors 
shelved today a proposal—vehe­ 
mently opposed by highway in­ 
terests— that they seek to use 
money from the $5 billion feder­ 
al roadbuilding trust fund to fi­ 
nance other modes of transpor­ 
tation. 


They voted 23-12 to send back 
to their transportation commit­ 
tee a policy statement urging 
upon Congress more flexibility 
in use of their highway aid, now 
limited strictly to roadbuilding. 
Roadbuilders, trucking inter­ 
ests. automobile manufacturers 
and motorists’ associations had 
deluged the 62nd National Gov­ 
ernors Conference with tele­ 
grams urging rejection of the 
declaration. Governors from the 
heavily 
populated 
industrial 
states urged adoption of the 
measure, saying they needed 
authority to devote more money 
to mass transportation. “ This 
gives the governors an oppor­ 
tunity to govern." said Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent. R-Mass 
But governors from the farm 
belt and sparsely populated 


states said they feared the even­ 
tual loss of transportation aid if 
the proposal became law. 
The governors also chal­ 
lenged the authority of the ad­ 
ministration to withhold high­ 
way construction aid as a feder­ 
al economy measure. The con­ 
ference agreed to take steps to 
prepare for court action on 
that dispute. 
Gov. Frank Farrar, R-S.D., 
said if highway aid is to be cut. 
everything else in the federal 
budget should face similar re­ 
ductions—including the salaries 
of Congress and the President. 


While there were complaints 
about the administration. Re­ 
publican governors generally 
rate President Nixon’s populari­ 
ty high among the voters. They 
are hoping some of it will rub 
off on their own campaigners in 
an autumn race against odds 
which favor Democratic state 
house gains. 
Democrats forecast inroads 
into the 32-18 majority the Re­ 
publicans now enjoy among gov­ 
ernors, and the chairman of the 
GOP Governors Association ac­ 


knowledges the arithmetic fa­ 
vors that outcome. 
“ We have a very difficult 
road with 35 governors up and 
24 of them now Republican," 
said Gov. Raymond P. Shafer of 
Pennsylvania, the chairman. 
“ The odds are against us. We’re 
going to do everything we can to 
fight those odds." 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes of 
Missouri, a Democrat, said 
Democrats could fashion a state 
house comeback as dramatic as 
that achieved by Republicans 
after their landslide defeats six 
years ago. when Lyndon B. 
Johnson swept to the White 
House. 
“ The odds on are for the 
Democrats 
to 
make 
some 
gains," 
he 
said 
Sunday. 
Hearnes appeared on the NBC 
radio and television program 
"Meet the Press." 
With elections three months 
away, the state executive be­ 
gan three days of business ses­ 
sions at the 62nd National Gov­ 
ernors conference in the guard­ 
ed luxury of a lakeside resort.

LAKE OF THE OZARKS. Mo 
(AP) — Behind tight security 
arrangements, the nation’s gov­ 
ernors are spending a luxurious 
week at this lakeside resort with 
private industry, for the most 
part, picking up the tab. 
Each of the 46 governors is 
living in a private h(»ne and has 
been furnished a limousine and 
driver, a cabin cruiser at least 
35 feet long plus some two dozen 
gifts ranging from an $85 rod- 
and-reel set to a personalized 
doormat. 
More than 700 National Guard 
military policemen and state 
highway 
patrolmen are as­ 
signed to make sure outsiders 
stay out and to chauffeur 
conference participants. 
‘‘We do not expect trouble,’’ 
host Gov. Warren E. Hearnes of 
Missouri 
explained 
Sunday, 
‘‘but at the same time we thirik 
that the old ounce of prevention 
business still holds true.” 
He conceded that the confer­ 
ence site, at the Tan-Tar-A re­ 


sort in central Missouri, is “ a 
somewhat secluded spot. ” 
Many newsmen and gover­ 
nors’ aides are being housed at 
motels some 10 miles from the 
conference. They have to park 
about a mile away. 


The governors will hold for­ 
mal conference sessions each 
morning. The afternoons are de­ 
voted to private meetings, press 
conferences and recreation. 
Each evening, there is a re­ 
ception or dinner sponsored by 
such corporate giants as Coca 
Cola, Anheuser-Busch or Xerox. 
Asked about the gifts for each 
governor, Jerry Bryan, press 
secretary to Hearnes, said. “ It 
really is very meager.” 
There is nothing to compare 
with the television sets and 
matched luggage sets that gov­ 
ernors have toted home from 
past conferences. 
Altogether, some 85 corpora­ 
tions and private individuals 
have provided services for the 
conference.

U rug uay 
(AP) — The Tupamaro guerril­ 
las executed American police 
expert Daniel A. Mitrione dur­ 
ing the night because the Uru­ 
guayan government refused to 
release an estimated 150 politi­ 
cal prisoners as ransom for him 
and two other kidnaped foreign 
officials. 
Mitrione’s body was found 
bound and gagged in a blood­ 
stained car parked on a city 
street. He had been shot twice 


Airliner 
Tragedy 
Kills 99 


LIMA, Peru (AP) — A Peru­ 
vian airliner returning tourists 
from a visit to the Inca ruins at 
Machu Picchu crashed Sunday, 
killing 99 of the 100 persons 
aboard, including 49 young 
American exchange students. It 
was Peru's worst air disaster. 
“ They were typical United 
States high school students, the 
best that their communities 
could offer," said Mrs. Mildred 
M 
Brown of Buffalo, N.Y., 
president of the International 
F'ellowship, Inc., which spon­ 
sored the f’eruvian visit by the 
youths 
Fifteen other youths decided 
to remain in Lima with the fam­ 
ilies with whom they had spent 
the summer, rather than make 
the trip to the ruins 
Several other Americans were 
aboard in addition to the stu­ 
dents spending the summer in 
Peru under the sponsorship of 
International Fellowship Inc. of 
Buffalo. N Y But their exact 
number was uncertain. 
International Fellowship re­ 
ceived from the State Depart­ 
ment a list of 49 of its students 
14 to 19 years old aboard the 
plane. But the airline, Lansa, is­ 
sued a list of 54 Americans 
aboard which included three 
other teen-agers, a 21-year-old 
and four older tourists. The air­ 
line listed two of the students on 
International F'ellowship’s list 
as 
Peruvians, 
and 
it 
was 
thought some of those it listed 
as American might be Peru­ 
vian.

Police closed off the intersec­ 
tion. declaring it a “ military 
zone."

Quiet Prevails 
in Middle East

Israeli planes attacked Arab 
guerrilla bases in Lebanon over 
the weekend, and ground forces 
battled infiltrators on the Israe­ 
li-held Golan Heights. But quiet 
prevailed along the Suez ('anal 
for the second day of the Egyp- 
tian-lsraeli cease-hre. 
The air attack Sunday on the 
southwest slopes of Mt. Hermon 
was in retaliation fo r guerrilla 
raids on Israeli frontier settle­ 
ments and military positions 
over the weekend, an Israeli 
spokesman said. A Lebanese 
army spokesman said the raid- 


ers burned crc^ and knocked 
out electrical power in three vil­ 
lages known to be guerrilla 
strongholds—Kfar Shuba, Shaa- 
ba and Jersa. 
Arab guerrillas in Lebanon 
fired mortars at an Israeli bor­ 
der settlement in Ncarthern Gali­ 
lee Sunday night, wounding one 
of the settlers, the military com­ 
mand in Tel Aviv said todays. Is­

G u e r r illa s from Jordan 
claimed killing or wounding 20 
Israelis in an attack Sunday on 
military positions 
Munitions Train Begins 
Shipment of Nerve Gas

A heavily guarded munitions 
train rolled out of Richmond 
Ky., today carrying 113 obsolete 
nerve ga.s rockets toward a bur­ 
ial at .sea 
The Army was preparing to 
move a similar shipment of gas 
by rail from the Anni.ston, Ala., 
depot later in the day 
Both will converge on Sunny 
Point, N C.. later in the week 
where the rockets will be scut­ 
tled in waters 16,000 fe^ deep. 
282 miles east of ('ape Kennedy. 
FU 
A pilot train carrying deconta 
mination teams, ambulances, 
and medical personnel preceded 
the munitions train out of Rich­ 
mond. It was running 55 min­ 
utes ahead of the main caravan 


The two trains were sent on a 
secret route designed to carry 
them through thinly populated 
areas By highway, it is about 
645 miles from Richmond to the 
North ('arolina coast while An- 
ni.ston is about 540 miles from 
the port 
The Army said there is no 
danger of leakage from the 
vaults, encased in concrete and 
steel jackets 
Army chemical experts will 
atTompany the shipments and 
their mechanical gas-leak detec*- 
ton will be backed up by 12 rab 
bits and 12 pigeons, highly sen­ 
sitive to gas 
Army spokesmen said similar 
shipments in the future will be 
unnecessary because the Army 
is developing a method of de­ 


composing the gas at the mili­ 
tary bases where it is stored 


It said detonation of a 60- 
pound charge of dynamite be­ 
neath a vault would not damage 
it enough to allow gas to escape. 
The vaults are encased in 
quarter- 1 ni’h armor plating.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A sen­ 
ate drive to stop expansion of 
the Safeguard antimissile sys­ 
tem may be near—or past—the 
point of victory, an Associated 
Press survey shows. 
Fifty senators said they were 
either 
committed 
to 
vote 
against or strongly opposed to 
an amendment to expand the 
Safeguard system frcxn two to 
four sites. Three said they were 
undecided. 
If the 50 remain firm and the 
three undecided senators vote 
as they did on the Safeguard 
proposal last year, the final vote 
will be 51-48 against expansion 
—a move that could jeopardize 
the entire program. 
Only 99 senators are expected 
to vote since Sen 
Karl E. 
Mundt, R-S.D., is hospitalized. 
Forty-six senators said they 
would back the Nixon adminis­ 
tration and urge expansion 
President Nixon won a one- 
vote Senate victory last summer 
on the initial decision to begin 
Safeguard 
deployment 
This 
year, as last, the Senate is so 
closelv divided on the issue that 
last minute shifts could change 
the vote tally and determine the 
outcome 
But if the Senate votes to cut 
$332 million from the $1.3 billion 
Safeguard 
authorization, 
it 
could put the Defense Depart­ 
ment in the uncomfortable posi­ 
tion of justifying the expense of 
further work on the ABM sites 
at Malmstrom Air Force Base 
in Montana and Grand Forks 
Air Force Base in North IFako- 
ta 
A report of independent scien­ 
tists released last week said if 
the two additional Safeguard 
sites were solely to defend Min- 
utemen

missiles 
sites, the expansion program 
could not be justified aqd work 
“ should not proceed” 
The report was prepared by a 
team headed by Lawrence H 
O’Neill, (»resident of the River­ 
side Research Institute 
An amendment also has been 
offered by Sen Harold Hughes, 
D-lowa, to strip all funds for 
Safeguard except those dedicat­

Whiteman Air Force Base, who 
obtained use of the farm for a 
month The property was leased 
from Guy T Yeater, Route 3. 
Yeater said that on the few 
times that he had been at the 
farm looking after his cattle, the 
young people living on the land 
were friendly, called him “ sir"

He said that the house had 
not been torn up by the youths 
before they left

This is somewhat of a revolu­ 
tion. Present laws operate on 
the principle that Pop brings 
home the bacon and Mama 
raises kids and takes care of 
the home. If Pop’s roving ey e 
gets him into trouble Mama can 
take him to divorce court and 
get support for herself for the 
rest of her life. 


“This is a turn-of-the-century 
idea which no longer corre 
sponds to developments in socie 
ty and is not compatible with 
the independent position the 
constitution 
grants 
women,” 
Justice Minister Gerhard Jahn 
said in an introduction to his 
draft of the legislation, due to 
come beftM-e parliament nex t 
y ear. 


“Our view is that man and 
wife today have eq ual responsi­ 
bility in a marriage.” 


They and not the law have to 
decide who takes on responsibil­ 
ity for what in case of a divorce, 
he added. 


Under the propos^ law, the 
courts will grant alimony only 
on a temporary basis—until the 
economically weaker partner is 
able to support himself or her­ 
self. The husband must support 
his wife while she is taking care 
of minor children or while she is 
training or retraining for a job. 
The draft say s a woman is enti­ 
tled to be trained for a job 
corresponding to her capabil­ 
ities. but alimony stops once 
sie is supporting herself 


The husband must compen­ 
sate fOT any pension rights the 
wife lost due to marriage. 


Jahn calls this arrangement 
an 
improvement 
over 
the 
present law, providing for life­ 
long alimony , because in the 
long run it will make the eco­ 
nomically weaker partner inde­ 
pendent. 


The draft also proposes to do 
away with the principle of a 
guilty party in divorce proceed­ 
ings. The party deemed guilty 
is now assessed the bulk of the 
financial burden, imposed by 
a divorce 


A divorce will be granted if a 
court decides a marriage has 
failed. 


If both partners agree to a 
divorce, living apart for a y ear 
will constitute a failure of the 
marriage. If one of them does 
not consent, three 
y ea rs of 
separation will be grounds for 
the court to declare a failure 


The court can refuse a di­ 
vorce “in ex traordinarily ex ­ 
treme cases’ where it feels one 
of the partners faces hardship.

The airline said the Lockheed 
Electra carried 91 passengers 
and seven crew members, but 
later the Aviation Department 
said there were two more crew 
members aboard.

Most of the passengers had 
flown to Cuzco, the ancient Inca 
capital 365 miles southeast of 
Lima, for an excursion to the 
Inca ruins at nearby Machu 
Picchu. After the day of sight­ 
seeing. the plane had just taken 
off from Cuzco for Lima when 
one of its four turboprop engines 
failed and the pilot, Capt. Ale­ 
jandro Calegari. requested per­ 
mission to return to Cuzco. 
The plane crashed into San 
Jeronimo Hill six miles south of 
the Cuzco airport and exploded, 
scattering bodies over a wide 
area.

Sunday the plane 
was apparently “ worked” at the 
Springfield airport. It could not

Mrs. Dale Lane of the Lane 
Flying School in Sedalia, said 
the trip from Springfield to 
Sedalia by air takes about an 
hour. 
Reports from residents in the 
area of the crash indicated that 
L illy

attempting to land the plane in 
one of several fields in the area. 
It was considered possible that 
the 
plane 
lost 
too 
much 
altitude, 
hit the trees and 
crashed. 
The fact that there was no 
fire after the crash gives weight 
to the theory that the craft may 
have run out of fuel.

Enemy 
Is Near 
Capital 


PHNOM PENH. Cambodia 
(AP) — One Communist attack 
was reported five miles north of 
Phnom Penh today, while other 
Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese forces hit Saang, 24 
miles to the south, for the sec­ 
ond straight day. 
In South Vietnam, 10 Ameri­ 
cans were killed and 41 wound­ 
ed in two ground attacks, mine 
and booby trap incidents, and 
two aircraft crashes. 
The attack just north of 
Phnom Penh appeared to be 
only a minor skirmish, on an 
outpost at Prek Leap on the Me­ 
kong 
River. 
A 
government 
spokesman said the attackers 
were driven off with the help of 
naval boats on the river. But the 
attack, coupled with another 
Friday at Prek Luong, slightly 
less 
than 
five 
miles 
from 
Phnom Penh, indicated that the 
enemy has moved within rocket 
and artillery range of the capi­ 
tal. 
The spokesman said enemy 
concentrations around Phnom 
Penh were not as large as they 
were a month ago, but he said 
the enemy strength was increas­ 
ing steadily. For the moment, 
however, there was no solid in­ 
dication that the North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong were 
about to launch an offensive 
against the city. 
The spokesman claimed 10 en­ 
emy killed at Saang and said 
fighting continued there today. 
The district capital,on the Bat- 
sac River, has been hit repeat­ 
edly since it is on one of the 
main enemy infiltration routes 
from Vietnam to the base camp 
area the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese are building up 
near the Kiri Rom plateau. 
New fighting also was report­ 
ed at Kiri Rom, 55 miles south­ 
west of Phnom Penh. The Cam­ 
bodian command said a large 
government patrol was am­ 
bushed and suffered heavy cas­ 
ualties, with five killed and 39 
wounded. He said the enemy 
left 39 bodies on the battlefield. 
Most of the action in South 
Vietnam was reported in the 
northern provinces. 
The U.S. Command also an­ 
nounced that the total number 
of U.S. 
forces in Vietnam 
dropped by 350 last week, to 
406,350. P r e s id e n t Nixon’s 
timetable for withdrawal of 
American units calls for the to­ 
tal to be reduced to 384,000 men 
by mid-October.

insects and related pests, su ch

crickets, 
roaches,

millipedes, in large nu mb ers. 
Some of them, crickets for 
ex ample, may cau se damage to 
some of the contents, b u t most 
of them are ju st a nu isance. 
Rememb er, ev ery thing has to 
b e somewhere and this is the 
case for most of the insects in 
hou ses du ring the su mmer. 
Many of them are attracted to 
the lights at night and get in 
throu gh small openings. 
As an aid in prev enting the 
crawling insects from entering 
the hou se, u se spray s containing 
1 per cent Bay gon, 2 per cent 
chlordane 
or 
0.5 
per 
cent 
dieldrin. Apply to the point of 
ru noff 
to 
the 
fou ndation, 
window wells, arou nd doors 
and windows, and any other 
cracks or crev ices where the 
insects might enter. 
Those insects that do enter 
the hou se may b e controlled 
with residu al spray s of 1 per

Controls are 
su ggest^ when 2(1-25 per cent 
of the plants show leaf or whorl 
infestation. 
More 
than 
one 
spray ing may b e requ ired. 
If y ou are a dairy farm er and 
intend to pu t this corn in the 
silo, the only chemical y ou can 
spray on is Sev in. The rate of 
Sev in shou ld b e 1.0 pou nds per 
acre of actu al chemical. Plu g u p 
ev ery other nozzle and spray 
down in the whorl. Be su re to 


get on fifteen gallons or more of 
water per acre. If y ou r spray er 
has b een last u sed to spray 
Atrazine and y ou were u sing 20 
gallons to the acre, b y plu gging 
u p ev ery other nozzle y ou wou ld 
still b e getting on only 10 
gallons per acre. It is v ery 
important to get ru n down 
inside the whorl where this 
worm is eating. 
If this is corn going into silage 
for b eef cattle y ou can u se 
Tox aphene

shou ld

remov ed from treated ensilage 
28 day s prior to slau ghter, or 
Endrin on corn to b e harv ested 
for grain. 
Gru b Control 
The b est time to control 
gru b s cau sed by heel fly and 
b omb fly is to treat the animal 
with a sy stemic insecticide. 
This treatm ent shou ld b egin 
ju st shortly b efore or shortly 
after the fly season ends. This 
v aries from season to season 
and from north to sou th. 
Treatments shou ld b e made 
in late Ju ly or early Au gu st. 
Sev eral of the control materials 
hav e limitations on how late (in 
the fall) they may b e u sed. The

the animal sy stem. The faster a 
produ ct works, the more likely 
that a protein reaction will 
occu r if high nu mb ers of gru b s 
are present. 
Corn Smu t 
Farm ers hav e b een seeing a 
great deal of common smu t in 
corn 
fields 
and 
hav e b een 
inqu iring ab ou t the prob lem. 
Common smu t is perhaps one 
of the most easily identified 
fu ngu s diseases of corn b ecau se 
of the gall-like stru ctu res that 
grow ou t of the ears, tassels, 
leav es or stalks. Losses from 
common smu t in the Midwest 
are highly v ariab le, ranging 
from a trace u p to six per cent 
or more in localized areas, and 
may ev en approach 100 per cent 
in some indiv idu al fields of 
sweet corn. Usu ally , howev er, 
the losses in grain y ield do not 
ex ceed more than two per cent 
on the av erage. 
Smu t is often prev alent on 
v igorou s plants grown in soil 
that is especially high in organic 
m atter and nitrogen. This is 
particu larly tru e if applications 
of b arny ard manu re or any 
other 
high nitrogen b earing 


A single tu b er of y ellow 
nu tgrass has b een reported to 
form 1,900 plants in only one 
y ear. In addition, 6 ,900 tu b ers 
were 
formed 
u ndergrou nd. 
Each tu b er cou ld b ecome a new 
plant the following y ear Few 
plants reprodu ce so ab u ndantly 
b y v egetativ e methods. 
Yellow nu tgrass is not really a 
grass, b u t a memb er of the 
sedge family . It is also called 
nu tsedge or northern nu tgrass. 
It is easy to identify . Areas of 
light, y ellowish-green, coarse 
“grass” are easiest to spot. 
When cu t, it normally grows 
faster than other lawn grasses 
and its greater height makes it 


fertilizers 
hav e 
b een 
u sed. 
Inju ries du e to hail, insects, or 
spray ing equ ipment may also 
increase the amou nt of smu t. 
There is also some ev idence 
that certain herb icides may 
indu ce su sceptib ility to smu t. 
The b lack sooty materials 
that are contained within the 
gall-like stru ctu res that grow on 
the corn plants are the spores of 
the smu t fu ngu s. These are 
easily b lown for long distances 
b y the wind. The spores will 
germinate when they hav e some 
water av ailab le. It is not known, 
howev er, 
if the dry windy 
w eather 
common 
in 
the 
w estern 
areas 
predisposes 
plants to infection or simply 
prov ides a b etter means for the 
spread of the fu ngu s, which is 
b lown ab ou t b y the wind. 
The most effectiv e control 
measu re is to plant hy b rids with 
some resistance. Unfortu nately , 
no 
hy b rids 
are 
completely 
resistant. 
O ther 
practical 
m e a su re s 
a re 
to 
av oid 
mechanical inju ries to the land 
when cu ltiv ating or spray ing, to 
protect these plants against 
corn insects, and to follow a 
well-b alanced 
soil 
fertility 
program b ased on soil tests. 
Seed 
treatm ents 
that 
are 
commonly 
effectiv e 
against 
some smu t diseases are not v ery 
effectiv e against corn smu t. 
When smu t has b een sev ere, 
plowing of diseased corn stalks 
and later planting of fu ll season 
resistant hy b rids may also b e 
helpfu l. 


stand ou t. When not cu t it 
grows 15 to 30 inches tall and 
produ ces a straw-colored or 
y ellowish b rown seed spike. 
Nu tgrass also produ ces seeds 
that spread the plant to new 
areas. In gardens and lawns, 
howev er, u ndergrou nd nu tlets 
are 
spread 
when 
soil 
is 
cu ltiv ated. 
If a plant cou ld b e kept from 
produ cing seeds and tu b ers it 
wou ld still b e ab le to spread b y 
m e a ns 
of 
u nd e rgrou nd 
rhizomes. These u ndergrou nd 
stems 
produ ce 
new 
plants 
sev eral inches from their origin. 
The crown at the b ase of the 
plant 
is 
v ery 
important to 
reprodu ction. At this point the 
rhizomes form that produ ce the 
new plants and nu tlets. 
Eradication of this weed is 
difficu lt. Herb icides hav e not 
alway s b een effectiv e. Nu tgrass 
can 
b e 
killed 
b y 
arsonate 
herb icides. These are the same 
chemicals u sed to kill crab grass 
in midsu mmer. They are v ery 
tox ic, so pets and children mu st 
b e kept off the lawn for sev eral 
day s after treatm ent. Two or 
more applications at weekly 
interv als are u su ally necessary 
for control. Some control from 
2,4 -D has also b een reported, 
u t, b e carefu l to prev ent drift to 
ornamentals and trees. 
The 
amine formu lation of 2,4 -D is 
safest to u se. 
With limited infestations of 
this weed, hand pu lling may 
still b e b est, b u t the infested 
spot will hav e to b e weeded 
frequ ently . 
It 
is 
especially 
important to keep the plants 
pu lled 
early 
in the season 
b efore they m atu re and b efore 
short day s occu r. The plants 
will 
not 
y et 
b e 
produ cing 
nu tlets at these times. 
Ev en when this is done some 
of the tu b ers may sprou t a 
second 
time. 
Or, 
dormant 


nu tlets may remain in the soil 
to sprou t later. Most tu b ers are 
produ ced 
in the u pper six 
inches of soil. They can sprou t 
for mu ch greater depths. 30 or 
more inches. 


When soil known to contain 
nu tlets is prepared for a lawn, 
the nu tlets can b e killed with 
EPTC. The material mu st b e 
drenched on the soil so it mov es 
to the depth of nu tlets. Do this 


sev eral weeks b efore planting 
the lawn.

I 
p ut gentian violet on them 
when they first ap p ear but it 
doesn’t clear them up the 
way it used to.

u l c e r s in the 
mouth are canker sores and 
are caused by a virus.

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Cambodia Tests 
'Vietnamization"

WASHINGTON — President Nixon seldom talks 
of Indochina any more without making it utterly 
clear that he is trying above all to make sure that 
South Vietnam does not lose the war. 
He, of course, justifies the U.S. sp ringtime 
op eration in Cambodia on that basis, stressing that 
our cap ture of North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
weap ons 
caches 
in the Cambodian 
border 
sanctuaries weakened the enemy and “ set back” 
his timetable. 
If he wished to, the President could say a good 
deal more about the relationship of Cambodia to 
the long run p rosp ects in South Vietnam. 
The really imp ortant fact is that our Cambodia 
enterp rise indefinitely altered the rules of the ball 
game in three major ways affecting the enemy’s 
cap acity to wage elective war against Vietnamese 
and U.S. forces. 
Everybody knows that after the withdrawal of 
our ground forces from Cambodia by June 30, we 
retained and are exercising the op tion to conduct 
air op erations against Red forces and their sup p ly 
lines in that county. 
Little realized, if at all, is that under cover of the 
sp ring Cambodian offensive on the ground, we 
extended the U.S. naval blockade of the Indochina 
coast to include that p ortion of the Gulf of Siam 
which screens off the Cambodian p orts of 
K(xnp ong Chom (formerly Sihanoukville) and 
Kamp ot from North Vietnamese sup p ly vessel 
ship s. 
Thus, even if the VC or North Vietnamese 
regulars should recap ture those p orts, it is unlikely 
they could use them to reestablish the old, short 
sup p ly lines they once had to Red sanctuaries in 
and around the Parrot’s Beak area of Cambodia. 
They will continue to be forced to sup p ly their 
armies in that country by the slower, longer and 
more difficult overland extensions of the old Ho 
Chi 
Minh 
trail 
from 
southern 
Laos 
into 
northeastern Cambodia. And these routes, as 
noted, are subjected to our air interdiction. 
The third major change since Ap ril 30 is the 
continuing p resence of South Vietnamese ground 
forces in Cambodia. The real p urp ose of this 
activity is more vital to understand than is the 
question whether or not these forces are assisted by 
U.S. advisers and logistical units. It is to keep 
Hanoi’s forces frcxn reoccup ying the sanctuaries. 
When U.S. combat armies swep t into the 
Parrot’s Beak and adjoining border zones at that 
time, the sizable Red combat units there moved out 
to more northerly sanctuaries. American sources 
insist they are still there and the hop e is to keep 
them there. 
While North Vietnamese r ^ la r s and VC were 
p oised in the Parrot’s Beak and enjoying short 
sup p ly lines from the Gulf of Siam, U.S. officials, 
both in Washington and in the field, constantly 
p cxrtrayed this situation as p resenting a p rosp ective 
offensive threat to the sizable lower p ortions of the 
South Vietnamese delta region — rich in rice and 
holding much of the country’s p op ulation. 
The actual U.S. concern was far greater. The 
Parrot’s Beak is just 33 miles from Saigon. The 
fear, seldom if ever exp ressed to those outside our 
government, was that Hanoi would wait until our 
combat withdrawals had very sharp ly reduced 
chance of effective resistance, and then strike hard 
and fast for Saigon itself. 
The goal would be obvious: To collap se the 
Saigon government, end most fighting by the South 
Vietnamese, and comp el the United States to 
accep t Hanoi’s terms for a swift and total 
withdrawal of all remaining U.S. forces. 
U.S. sources p rofess not to be deep ly worried 
about 
Hanoi’s 
military 
venturing 
against 
Cambodian armies elsewhere in the lands behind 
the sanctuary zones. The view is that, whatever 
trouble this makes for the Lon Nol government, it 
is wasteful of men and resources which could be 
directed against South Vietnam. 


No one can doubt U.S. ability to continue heavy 
air interdiction in Cambodia or maintain the 
blockade of Cambodian p orts. The ultimate key to 
the usefulness of what might be termed our 
“residual p lan” for Cambodia is how well South 
Vietnam’s armies p erform in keep ing Hanoi’s 
armies out of the more southerly sanctuaries where 
they could once more 
p ose a direct threat to the 
city of Saigon. That p erformance, whether or not 
stiffened by unacknowledged U.S. aid, will be the 
toughest 
test 
yet 
of 
the 
p rogress 
of 
“Vietnamization.” Failure could be immensely 
costly.
